1. DURING MY COURTESY CALL ON HIM TODAY, I RAISED TERUGGI 
CASE WITH MININTERIOR BONILLA. HE CONFIRMED HE HAD ORDERED 
RENEWED INVESTIGATION OF TERUGGI CASE ON BASIS OF NEW 
INFORMATION (ANTECEDENTES) PROVIDED IN HATHAWAY LETTER 
CONVEYED TO HIM BY FRANK TERUGGI, SR. HE HAD MADE IT A POINT 
TO RECEIVE MR. TERUGGI AS SOON AS HE HEARD HE WAS IN CHILE, 

AND IN THE LATTER'S PRESENCE HE CALLED IN CHIEF OF HIS 
CONFIDENTIAL SERVICES TO REQUEST INVESTIGATION OF THIS NEW
